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Board of Rabbis Blasts Council 
Hits Times for Printing Charges 


NEW YORK (P-O)—The New 
york Board of Rabbis this week 
blasted the American Council for 
‘Judaism for “attempts by cun- 
ning innuendo to bite the hand 
ef the United Jewish Appeal 
which has been feeding and res- 
cuing masses of oppressed Jews.” 

IN A JOINT statement by its 
president, and its executive di- 
rector, the board also expressed 
chagrin “that the New York 
Times should regard their (the 
Council’s) hysterical fulmina- 
tions as ‘News Fit to Print’.” 

The newspaper had printed a 
charge by Henry S. Moyer that 
the UJA and its constituents were 
“operated by and in the interests 
of Zionism which had as its goal 
the ingathering of Jews of the 
world into the State of Israel.” 

RABBIS DAVID I. Goloven- 
sky and Harold H. Gordon, pre- 
sident and executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Board, pointed out 
the “contempt in which the Coun- 
cil, whose members represent 
according to their own figures 
less than one-third of one per 
cent of American Jewry, is held 
by millions of Jews in this coun- 
try.” 

They added that “it is all the 
More lamentable that the accu- 
sation should appear in the midst 
of the UJA’s campaign for critic- 
ally needed funds for the rehab- 
ilitation and liberation during 
the week of Passover.” 








TEN LOST TRIBES 

SAID NOT LOST 

JERUSALEM (P-O)—The 
proposition that the Ten 
Tribes joined the exiles of 
Judah in Babylonia and were 
not lost was advanced here 
by Israel Heller before the 
seventh annual Bible Con- 
gress. 

Heller interpreted the ref- 
erence in Ezekiel, Chapter 37, 
to the “entire House of Is- 
rael” as meaning the com- 
bination of Israel and Judah. 
He said that Ezekiel’s meet- 
ing with the “elders of Is- 
rael” refers to the Ten 
Tribes. 





Humane Body Says 


Shehita Barbarous 


MONTREAL (P-O)—The hear- 
ings on humane. slaughter bills 
before the House Committee on 
Agriculture were the cause of an 
attack on shehita, the Jewish 
method of slaughtering, by the 
Humane Society of Toronto. 

The attack charged that shehita 
was barbarous, disgraceful and 
a product of dollars and cents. 

Leon Cresthol, only Jewish 
member of the House committee, 
called the society’s outburst “a 
most monstrous piece of effron- 
tery and an insult to this comm!t- 
tee’s intelligence.”

Questioned 


ARLINGTON, Va. (P-O)—The 
legality of a search of the home 
of alleged anti-Semite George 
Lincoln Rockwell following a 
grand jury presentment was 
questioned by. Circuit Judge 
Walter T. McCarthy at a hear- 
ing here. The hearing was post- 
poned. 


IN THE RAID police seized 
weapons, swastikas and a quan- 
tity of anti-Jewish literature. 

Rockwell, who has sought to 
organize storm troopers in 
Northern Virginia on the Nazi 
model, was accused in the pre- 
sentment of producing and dis- 
tributing “un-American hate lit- 
erature designed to incite riot, 
cause consternation and alarm 
and create a breach of the peace.” 


THE WASHINGTON Post and 
Times Herald, in an _ editorial, 
expressed its abhorrence of Rock- 
well’s beliefs, but asserted that 
he should be tried for disturb- 
ance of the peace only if he had 
committed a nuisance rather 
than on what he believes about 
Jews and Negroes and Adolf 
Hitler.

They 
refuse to do business with Israel, 
the only dependable ally of 
America in the Middle East.” 

IN 1958, Viceroy cigarettes 
dropped almost 20 per cent in 
sales, while Raleigh and Kools 
registered small gains.

Says Jews Hold Top Art, Industry Posts, 


But Doesn't Know Who Are Jews In

NEW YORK (P-O) Yuri 
Faier, Jewish conductor of the 
Bolshoi ballet, told The POST 
and OPINION that Jews in the 
USSR are very well represented 
on the stage, music and screen, 
as well in the medical and tech- 
nical fields. 

YET WHEN asked if there 
were any more Jews in the Bol- 
shoi Ballet, he responded that he 
does not really know since he 
never even bothered to learn the 
nationality of the dancers. He 
said he assumed that there must 
be some Jews. 

Faier, who answered some of 
the questions in Yiddish and 
cthers in Russian, said _ that 
“there is no official anti-Semitism 
in Soviet Russia, but I guess 
there are such things as anti- 
Semitic remarks, discrimination, 
etc.” 

HE DECLARED that he does 
not recall any incident directed 
against him personally ‘in the 





past 8 years or so, but that 
during the dark days of 1948-53 
We all felt it on our backs.” 

Asked if in those days anti- 
Semitism was an official course 
by the government, he answered 
in the affirmative. 

“YES, THESE days were just 
like a plague when hundreds lost| 
their lives. I don’t want to go 
into any details, it’s past his- 
tory.” 

Faier broke into the news re- 
cently when a brother, Myron, 
whom he hadn’t seen in 52 years, 
and he met, The brother Myron 
is a Miami Beach hotel owner. 

WHEN HE was asked if he 
wanted to go to Israel, he ex- 
plained that he was blind, there- 
fore tourism had little appeal to 
him. 

About living in Israel, he re- 
plied that he could not say. He 
said there were thousands of 
strings that connect him to his 
motherland, including his career

“SO YOU SEE,” he said, “It’s 
not so simple for someone even 
if he is a Jew and feels like one 
to get up and leave everything 
and go to Israel.” 

He pointed out that because of 
his Communist faith in brother- 
hood, peace and understanding, 
the whole idea of a Jewish home- 
land is not part of his ideals, 

“| AM TOLD,” he went on, 
“that even in the capitalistic so- 
ciety of American Jews and other 
Jewish centers in the western 
world, Jews are reluctant to leave 
their homeland to go to Israel. 
If I am not mistaken, Israel got 
im more of its population from 
our part of the world than from 
the so called free world.” 

He told The POST and OPIN- 
ION that his schedule doesn’t al 
low him time to visit Jewish cul- 
tural institutions in New York,

HAIFA—Several years ago I began a modest campaign through 
this column to assist a few needy young Israeli students to 
complete their high school education. 


It CAME AS something of a shock to most readers to learn 
that- high“ school is not free in Israel, Education is compulsory, 
and available without charge, only up to the age of 14. There- 
after, all high schools charge tuition fees. 

The government of Israel is interested in 
encouraging high school attendance by more 
and more students, and each. year has been 
awarding an ever larger number of scholarships. 
This year also, students from poor families, who 
could measure up to a certain academic stand- 
ard, were given grants based on the economic 
status of the family. By next year it is hoped 
to offer a minimum of 15 hours a week of free 

education for many selected pupils in parts of 
Alpert the country. 

STILL, THOUSANDS of youngsters are denied the privilege 
of going to high school. The latest figures show that of Israel’s 
94,000 adolescents, only 41,000 get some form of-education beyond 
the eighth grade. 

When these facts were brought home to the readers of this 
column, they responded in generous fashion. Total contributions

The bitterness with which 
Chaim D. Keller and Rabbi 
Hershm M. Galinsky criticized 
pr, Maurice N. Eisendrath’s 
gtatement concerning the Naz- 
arene stems evidently from their 
memories of the Old World 
where Jesus was too frequently 
associated with religious preju- 
gice and, even, pogroms. That the 
mere mention of Christ in Jew- 
{sh circles would disturb them 
and evoke their protests is rather 
understandable. 


IT SHOULD, however, be 
exists a vast proportion of Amer- 
ican Jews—among whom are 
men like Rabbi Eisendrath—who, 
fortunately, have not been ex- 
posed to East European religious 
morbidity and thus are not 
plagued by any mental associa- 
tion with the saddening conflicts 
of the religious sectarianisms 
across the seas. These spiritually 
blessed Jews have a realistic 
comprehension of the wholesome 
evaluation of Jesus in the mind 
of the American Christian and 
of his democratic concept of re- 
ligion. 

To the American people, Jesus 
fs the symbol of the noblest 
standards of ethics and the high- 
est forms of idealism. An appeal 
in the name of Christ evokes the 
finest emotions and the most 
charitable response in the heart 
of American Christendom. Such 
Christian consciousness strength- 
ens the foundations of morality 
on this continent and establishes 
the basis of brotherly relation- 
ship among all groups. To pre- 
gerve and promote proper inter- 
group relationships, our impor- 
tant institutions and their repre- 
sentatives are dedicating their en- 
deavors. This significance of 
inter-group appreciation affects 
the programs of our public ac- 
tions, including those of our re- 
ligious functions. 


THE SYNAGOGUE and rabbi, 
no longer satisfied with merely 
limiting their ministry to the 
members, are likewise regarding4 
themselves as the promoters of 
good relationship with the non- 
Jewish community. Even the Or- 
thodox Jews are happy when 
their rabbi is invited to address 
a Christian congregation, and 
feel proud when he makes a 
favorable impression. This is the 
function of American Judaism. 
This is the wholesome expression 
of our religion in American de- 
mocracy. This form of our rela- 
tionship implies “neither assim- 
ilation, nor abandonment of 
Judaism, nor a Christianization 
of the synagogue. 

In the endeavor to realize the 
effectiveness of Judaism in the 
American realm ef religions, Dr. 
Eisendrath—the rabbi of rabbis 
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# $7 (to Dec. 19) 
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—points to the need of a proper 
appreciation and of a realistic 
evaluation of the theologies and 
the saintly personalities of the 
religions of. our neighbors. To 
read biased meanings into his 
words and to distort their impli- 
cations is vile; but to attribute 
to him inclinations to Christian- 
ity or to Christianize the Reform 
temple is absurd. 


EVEN A_ rudimentary  ac- 
quaintance with Dr. Eisendrath’s 
continuous efforts to make Re- 
form Judaism meaningful in the 
life of its adherents convinces 
that the temples under his lead- 
ership are more Jewish ang more 
Zion-conscious than at any other 
time. In fact, the question is now 
frequently asked: Is the Reform 
temple turning Orthodox? 

Like other outstanding men of 
great historic accomplishments, 
Rabbi Eisendrath, who is one of 
the greatest religious leaders in 
the world, invites envy as well 
as admiration. Those who are 
prepared to pounce upon him, 
and to make an issue of his con- 
cepts of Jesus as prophet, fail to 
understand that the Hebrew 
Nabi’ as well as the English 
word ‘prophet’ has a variety of 
meanings. ‘Prophet’ also means 
“interpreter, or spokesman; now 
cften one whose office it is to 
deliver a message; a preacher, 
a mouthpiece for a group or 
cause or the like.” (Webster’s 
New International Dictionary) 
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Supports References to Jesus; Lauds Eisendrath’ 


Similarly, in Hebrew, ‘nahi’ 
means also “Matiff, Dahbron, 
Noam” (Milon Gur Hagodol). 

DR. EISENDRATH — who 
turned a relatively small and 
dormant organization of the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations into a dynamic insti- 
tution of international religious 
significance—is entirely too rea'- 
istic as well as too scholarly ts 
be unmindful of the opinion of 
the great authority on the sub- 
ject, the late Professor Joseph 
Klausner, who, in summarizing 
his world-famous book “Jesus 92f 
Nazareth,” wrote: “The Jewish 
nation cannot regard Jesus as a 
prophet; he lacks the prophet’s 
political perception and_ the 
prophet’s spirit of national con- 
solation in the political-nationa! 
sense.” 

It is easy to understand the un- 
fairness in applying strict Bibli- 
cal concepts to the word em- 
ployed in modern days by a mod- 
ern religious leader, and thus 
draw improper conclusions, 

If only the bitter critics would 
consult any unabridged Hebrew 
or English dictionary, they woulé 
quickly realize that Rabbi Eisen- 
drath’s ‘prophetic’ word is 
broader in scope than _ their 
hearts are in charity!

It’s funny how you can hold

You. may speak of blood ties, but 
it’s hard to imagine any blood ties 
stronger than the ties between 
husband and wife, two~ people 
who perhaps were complete 
strangers until shortly before 
marriage.

A Word To The Wives 


Spring greens are numerous, 
including beet tops, collards, 
dandelion greens, endive, esca- 
role, lettuce, parsley, spinach, 
schav (sorrel), turnip tops, and 
watercress, 

They should be selected with 
care, because the best food value 
is present when the greens are 
fresh, crisp and young. Vitamin 
C is lost when the leaves are 
wilted. 

Plan to use the greens as soon 
as possible after buying them. 
If they must be stored, place 
them lightly, not packed, in mois- 
ture-proof plastic bags or cov- 
ered containers in the refriger- 
ator. Wash just before using or 
cooking. 

When cooking greens, use a 
minimum of water, and cover 
tightly. Cook only until tender, 
but not discolored. A little oil and 
vinegar added to the cooked 
greens makes a pleasant tasfe. 
Or try a dash of herb for flavor,

Co.) 
The present study of the 


Scrolls, by a Semitic scholar of 
great eminence, at once takes 
its place among the superior 
works on the subject. It con- 
tains all the documents of the 
several caves in translation, well 
presented, but also some revolu- 
tionary theories as to the caves, 
the Essenes, and the date of the 
documents. 

He is certain that Essenes is 
only a devised word, referring to 
no actual sect; that the hiding 
places were genizot, in the same 
manner as was the famed geniza 
of Cairo, and not mere store- 
houses of Jewish lore; and that 
the date must be at least a cen- 
tury later than thought. (He does 
not agree with Zeitlin that the 
period is the middle ages, but 
admits that the Zeitlin ideas are 
quite plausible.) 

He places the Arab-Israel con- 
flict in honest perspective. 

In general Del Medico consid- 
ers most of the stories and ex- 
planations of the Scrolls unten- 
able; and he looks forward to a 
more thorough and sounder in- 
vestigation of every document.

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The EMITO'S CHAIR... 
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As the result of the publication by The POST 
and OPINION of the attack on a sermon by Rabbi 
Richard Singer, of suburban Chicago, and the pub- 
lication subsequently of Rabbi Singer’s sermon, 
(the salient parts of it—approximately half) this 
paper has come under attack. 


THE ATTACK unerringly was against this pa- 
per on the grounds of sensationalism. This is a 
serious attack because it represents a charge of 
lack of integrity—that The POST and OPINION 
would print anti-Zionist material in order to evoke 
a response ang create commotion in order to sell 
more papers. 

This charge against The POST and OPINION 
is not new. It is brought up everytime we print 
something with which some individual or group 
disagrees. 

And it also has a historical background, one 
which is not unimportant for the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity and its drive towards maturity. 


WHEN THE P and O came on the scene, the 
national Jewish organizations were in supreme con- 
trol, but in frightfully bitter conflict with one 
another. We sent our reporters to every national 
Jewish convention and reported straight out the 
nasty factional fights, the charges from Proskauer 
to Monsky and vice versa and likewise for or 
against Stephen Wise, Rabbi Silver, Louis Lipsky, 
Henry Montor, Rabbis Louis Finkelstein and Julian 
Morgenstern, Arthur Hays Sulzberger, Sidney Hol- 
lander, Jacob Blaustein, Dave Petegorsky, and 
names so numerous that this entire chair could be 
filled only with them. 

In each case as we printed the news, we were 
accused of sensationalism. 

SOME OF THESE people don’t speak to us 
even today. They felt they were above criticism. 

But what was the effect on the Jewish com- 
munity as the result of this strict attention to 


straight reporting and the refusal to knuckle under 
the most severe threats—even to the withdrawing 
of advertising schedules so fat that they equalled 
a considerable percentage of our ‘total advertising 
revenue. 

TODAY YOU have the National Community 
Relations Advisory committee, today you have the 
Large Cities Budgeting conference, today you have 
the Jewish Agency ready to invite back into posi- 
tions of significance the non-Zionists, today Jewish 
newspapers even in the small communities are not 
afraid to speak their piece. 

We might even hazard the speculation that a 
Philip Klutznick could never have been a _ presi- 
dent of the B’nai B’rith had it not been for the 
relentless fight of The P and O for the freedom 
of the Jewish press and our exposing of the fatal 
drift of the B’nai B'rith toward disintegration. 

THE P AND O won a significant victory even 
so recently as the last convention of the American 
Jewish Committee (P-O, Apr. 24). When our re- 
porter asked John Slawson, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Committee, if ‘he could report on the 
sessions and as usual Mr. Slawson’s reply was “no.” 
But our Mr. Jacobson persisted and went to Irving 
Engel, who was presiding at his final convention 
as president. The result was a terrific victory for 
the press—we were given free reign to report all 
the proceedings. 

This leaves only the American Council for Ju- 
daism as the last undemocratic group in the Amer- 
ican’ Jewish community which still bars reporters 
from its annual conventions. 

WITH THIS introduction—a necessary albeit 
a long one—let us get to the point in the recent 
instance of the printing of Rabbi Singer’s sermon. 

We could have rejected the idea of printing 
the sermon, or we could have printed it less con- 
spicuously. Either of these alternatives grate against 
our sense of respectable editing. They also run

coumter to our belief that if the Jewish community 
is to reach maturity, it must be treated as a mature 
community. 

WE SAW NO alternative, and have never seen 
any alternative, to giving the Council for Judaism 
a chance to spread its viewpoint just as we would 
give the Zionists or the American Jewish Commit- 
tee or the B'nai B'rith (which incidentally ran a 
terrific barrage of criticism in their day because 
of their anti-Zionism). 

If the Council is prevented from reaching the 
Jewish community through the pages of the Jew- 
ish press, then there is an admission of two things, 
neither of which we care to concede. One is that 
the community is immature and cannot be allowed 
to make its own decision, which must be made for 
it. The other is that the Council must have some 
justice to its cause or else we would not be afraid 
to give them space to present it, or the reverse 
deduction that the Zionist position is not as valid 
as it is made out to be. 

WE KNOW, OF course, of the devious methods 
employed by the Council. It seems willing to de- 
stroy the Jewish community to win its fight against 
the concept of Israel. This we believe, and this we 
have said editorially many times. 

But from our viewpoint we will defeat the 
Council’s purposes by exposing its views as ex- 
pressed in so ruthless and cruel a sermon as that 
by Rabbi Singer. We will not be a party to perse- 
cuting them, which is to refuse them a hearing. 

We believe the freest press possible is the safest 
press for all concerned in the long run. 

We are not here presenting a thesis of editorial 
infallability. We are presenting rather a thesis of 
the pitfalls and potentialities of a free press. The 
question, then, is not that of the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism at all. The real question is whether 
or not the American Jewish community will be 
democratic. 





NEW FACES 


There have been recently and still will be quite a 
few more changes in leadership in our national Jewish 
organization in the next few months, and they all add up 
to a good subject for an editorial. 


HERBERT EHRMANN succeeds Irving Engel at the 
helm of the American Jewish Committee. Philip Klutz- 
nick will turn over the reigns of the B’nai B’rith to a new 
president chosen by the members in as free an election 
as is held by any U.S. Jewish group. 

- Mrs. Charles Hymes succeeded Mrs. Moise Cahn as 
president. of the National Council of Jewish Women and 
Mrs. Charles Solovich has followed Mrs. H. Cornbleet into 
the presidency of B’nai B’rith women. 


THIS IS ALL TO the good. Time was when a presi- 
dent headed a national Jewish organization, and that job 
was his then until he turned it over because of old age. 
This denied the ambition of other potential leaders and 
served.to turn what might have been democratic groups 
into dictatorships. The effect all around was Ytry bad. 

We've passed through that stage, however, and the 
chances are that it never will return. The benefits are 
many—to the organization, to the Jewish community and 
to the presidents also, who no longer feel as if they owned 
the organizations they were supposed to serve. 


MORE ON LIZ TAYLOR 


You just can’t please all the people—and you'll never 
please all your readers, no matter how able you are as 
an editor. 


WHEN WE TACKLE the Liz Taylor conversion in a 
humorous way, we get a reader who thinks our views are 
offensive. 

When we print that Liz has learned one Jewish les- 
son well—contributing funds—we take it on the chin again. 


FORTUNATELY some of our readers have a sense of 
humor, and don’t expect The P and O to be a solemn journal 
which has no feel for the joy and liveliness of Jewish life. 

As for the crack about Liz and giving of funds, about 
ten years ago we wrote an editorial, reprinted widely at 
the time, to the effect that whereas learning and piety 
had been the hallmark of the good Jew of the past, today 
the lone criterion was his willingness to give so that 
others might have an opportunity to live. 


EVER SINCE then some still beat the straw man— 
the Jew whose only tie to Judaism seems to be his observ- 
ance of this one mitzva 

Meanwhile the Jewish community has made giant 
strides forward in the realm of regaining its self respect, 
turning its attention to Jewish education and beginning 
to question its former scepticism of things of the spirit.

The failure of the Afro-Asian nations to 
invite Israel to their celebration in New York 
a few weeks ago was the unkindest cut of all. 
THE SILENCE of the government of Is- 
rael at this snub was the most fitting re- 
sponse to an action whose ignominy is too 
deep for tears and whvse 
ridicule is too poignant for 
laughter. A prophetic nation, 
like a prophet, can be with- 
out honor in its own region 
and even to those who are 
most benefitted by it. 

For there can be no doubt 
that whether it will get cred- 
it for it or not, Israel is of- 
fering to the new nations of 
Weinstein Africa and Asia the only

workable alternative to a foreign buttressed 


capitalism or a_ satellite communism, It is 
not only offering a blueprint, but detailed 
instruction in the various techniques and spe- 
cific know-hows of its social economy—an 
amazingly resiliant and hard-biting combina- 
tion of co-operatives, private enterprise, pure 
collectives and social welfare government. 


SOME OF THE new states, like Ghana, 
Nigeria, Burma and India, are carefully study- 
ing these methods and are training personnel 
to apply them to the conditions of their own 
country; but many others unfortunately still 
believe that a greater light will come from 
Nasser or Khrushchev or from the religious 
traditions of their own culture. 

It is becoming more and more apparent 
that the private enterprise system as we know 
it in America, even with the considerable 
modifications of federally sponsored social se- 
curity features, cannot be applied to the com- 
munities of Africa and Asia as they rise from 
an imperial, feudalistic, agricultural economy 
to an industrially oriented free nation. It is 
even more bitterly apparent that the totali- 
tarian methods of Soviet statism can be imi- 
tated only at the fearful cost of lives and 
the even more ominous cost of freedom 
(though this is not always apparent to the 
native populations, whose desperate need for 
bread makes freedom a far and distant lux- 
ury). 

IT IS LIKEWISE becoming more and 
more obvious that the beautiful visions of 
communal salvation and personal bliss in the 
religious Utopianism of Buddha, Confucius, 





Lao-Tze and Gandhi—to which many of. the 
native liberals are devoted—can have no rele- 
vance in any nation which will not turn its 
back on millions of surplus population. Un- 
happily, the inexorable laws of Malthus have 
consigned to oblivion the highly aesthetic and 
often profound salvation philosophies of the 
East. 

Only Israel has sweated out a workable 
synthesis between the needs of the individual 
and the life of the group, between the neces- 
sities of the machine and the sovereignty of 
the spirit, between the need to belong to the 
primal group and the imperative to become 
a part of humanity. 

MANY FACTORS have conspired to pre- 
pare Israel for this role. Not the least has 
been the historic identity of the people of 
Israel with both the East and the West. 

Nor can we ignore the heritage of the 
prophets of Israel. They were the most fierce- 
ly realistic visionaries of all time. They pro- 
nounced the grand dream of the brotherly 
society and immediately broke it down into 
its infinite separate parts and established the 
firm religious duty to forge the-whole vision 
out of each tiny part of it. 

This is what the Yishuv is doing. And it 
will yet become the light unto the goyim and 
a blessing to the families of the earth.

While I have been tempted on 
yarious occasions to use your 
columns to refute some of the 
distortions, and calumnious as- 
persions on people, I have re- 
frained from adding “fuel to the 
fire.” However, the issue of Rab- 
pi Richard E. Singer (P-O, Apr. 
10) seems to have provoked an 
inordinate amount of letters, and 
I am particularly answering 
Rabbi Charles E. Shulman’s 
“10th anniversary” letter which 
you published in the Apr. 24th 
issue. 


IT MAY interest Rabbi Shul- 
man to know that the “facts” 
contained in Rabbi Singer’s ser- 
mon concerning the UJA are in- 
disputable. What Rabbi Singer 
could not tell is what the UJA 
and its parent organization the 
Jewish Agency does not tell, 
namely how are the vast millions 
that are siphoned out of Amer- 
ica being spent? 


They have supplied figures on 
their “budgets,” but there is a 
vast difference between a “budg- 
et” and what is spent. Perhaps 
Rabbi Shulman can obtain these 
figures. Jews in America who 





have given untold millions are 


entitled to know and would like 
to know. 

RABBI SHULMAN might also 
not know that this same Rabbi 
Richard E. Singer, rabbi of the 
Lakeside Reform congregation 
and a member of the national 
executive committee of the 
American Council for Judaism, 
was selected by the Foundation 
for Religious Action in the Social 
and Civil Order .. . and the Dal- 
lis Council on World Affairs, 
who recently jointly sponsored 
the now historic conference on 
“World Religion and Freedom” 
here in Dallas, Apr. 17-19, where 
the leading cleric and lay leaders 
of every world religion assem- 
bled, to be the keynoter on Ju- 
daism ... I submit that if Rabbi 
Singer was anything like Rabbis 
Shulman and Weinstein describe 
him, he would have been found 
out by now and such a coveted 
distinction would. not have come 
to him. 

Aside from the utter un- 
Judaistic (prophetic or other- 
wise) and un-rabbinic character 
of such billingsgate as he em- 
ployees, viz “psychopathic men- 
tality,” “malicious,” “phony” 
“Masochistic displays of Jewish 
self-hatred,” and other opprobi- 





ums ad nauseum, shameful and 
unworthy of anyone and most 
certainly of a wearer of the 
cloth, the “facts” which he is so 
much concerned with do not sup- 
port his irresponsible charges.

ASKS RABBI SINGER NOT TO CONFUSE 
UJA METHODS WITH CAUSES SERVED 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION 

I am interested in your report 
of Rabbi Singer’s sermon which 
appeared in your issue of 
Apr. 10. 

It seems to me that the rabbi 
is confusing two very distinct is- 
sues; namely the methods used 
by the UJA to raise funds and the 
purposes for which these funds 
are allocated. 

MANY PEOPLE like myself 
can, if they wish, ignore with im- 
punity the appeals of the UJA 
since they are not economically 
dependent upon the Jewish com- 
munity nor do they fear any pos- 
sible social ostracism. Rabbi 
Singer, on the other hand, as the 
spiritual leader of his local Jew- 
ish community, does not enjoy 
this freedom and feels that he 
is being forced to contribute 
whether he wishes or not. At the 
same time, it is apparent that the 
g00d rabbi is no friend of Israel 
and feels that an impost is being 
levied against him to support a 
cause with which he is not in 
sympathy, what he probably con- 
siders an example of taxation 
without representation. 

However, in order to justify 
his angry protest at this injus- 
tice, he has been led to mis- 
interpret the purposes for which 
the money will be spent. He 
maintains that world Jewry owes 
No special duty to the Rumanian 
Jews, since they are no worse 
off than the Rumanian non- 
Jews, 

I DOUBT whether Rabbi Sing- 
ft really believes this deep down 
In his heart. It is true that there 
is remarkable dearth of specitic 
Information relating to discrim- 
ination against the Jews in Ru- 
mania; and those 15,000 who have 
tlready left are extremely dis- 
treet when it comes to leveling 
‘ny criticism against their for- 
mer country. Their reticence 1s 
Very understandable, since there 
tre still over 100,000 hostages 

ft behind. 

However, there is one set of 
facts available which casts con- 
tiderable light on the plight of 





individuals and which, to a 


sympathetic mind, can lead only 
to one conclusion. The minute a 
Rumanian Jews registers as an 
emigrant, he is deprived of his 
job and stripped of his belong- 
ings. When he finally leaves the 
country, he takes no more than 
he can carry in one suitcase, and 
that includes no money or vai- 
uables. If he is a_ professional 
man, he is even deprived of his 
diploma. 

THE RUMANIAN government 
might argue unconvincingly that 
2. sudden transfer of currency 
might upset the economy of the 
country; but the same argument 
cannot by any stretch of the 
imagination be applied to per- 
sonal valuables or the paltry 
piece of paper upon which a 
man’s professional qualifications 
are inscribed. No, this action is 
typical of the sadism which is 
the all too common accompani- 
ment of anti-Jewish activity 
everywhere. 

We are bound to assume that 
the reason these people are anx- 
ious to leave Rumania is not be- 
cause they are sharing hard 
times with their non-Jewish com- 
rades; but because life is being 
made untenable for them as 
Jews. In these circumstances, it 
devolves upon us, the more for- 
tunate of their Jewish brethren, 
to do all that we can to assist 
them. Heaven knows, if we do 
not, nobody else will. 

RABBI SINGER’S objection to 
Tsrae] as a refuge for these 
people needs very little rebuttal. 
I am sure that many of them are 
aware that, materially at least, 
life in Israel is no sinecure at 
its present stage of development. 
I have no doubt that many of 
them, if given the opportunity, 
would opt to emigrate to this 
ccuntry or the British domin- 
ions. However, when a man reg- 
isters to leave the country, 
knowing the harsh penalties this 
involves, he is naturally going to 
choose a port of entry where he 
is going to be accepted. The state 
of Israel alone fulfills this cri- 
terion. 

If Rabbi Singer wants to save 





his feelings in this matter, he 
may look upon Israel] as some 
strange and distant foreign state 
that accepts Jewish refugees 
when other civilized countries 
turn them away. 

In the light of what I have 
said, I would suggest that Rabbi 
Singer reconsider his attitude on 
this issue. If he wishes to pro- 
test against what he considers 
the methods of extortion of the 
UJA, that is his privilege. But 
he undertakes a very grave re- 
sponsibility when he attempts to 
use his not inconsiderable influ- 
ence to dissuade others from 
assisting our unfortunate and 
helpless brethren in Europe.

AJCongress

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FORMER RUMANIAN CALLS 
SINGER IGNORANT OR LIAR 


® Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 
Your Apr. 10 issue carried a 


two-page spread by Rabbi Singert 


explaining why he does not sup- 
port the United Jewish Appeal. 

THIS RATHER violent out- 
burst will no doubt be answered 
from many quarters, ang I 
merely want to limit my com- 
ments to one aspect of his tirade. 

Amongst others. he states, and 
I quote verbatim, “I do not know 
whether experiences of Ruman- 
ian Jews were worse or better 
than the experiences of Ruman- 
iar Christians.’ 

Now, this is either an uncon- 
scious distortion of truth, or a 
willful lie, in either case we must 
protest against it most emphati- 
cally. Every Jew, with even the 
elemental facts of Jewish history, 
knows that the condition of the 
Jew in Rumania was, and is, dif- 
ferent, tragically different, than 
the conditions of the Rumanian 
non-Jews. 

There may be political discrim- 
ination and economical pressure 
and other ethnic minority groups 
in Rumania, but against the Jew 
there always was violence and 
officially sponsored persecutions.

LONG BEFORE Hitler, Cuza’s 
Iron Guardists combined with 
the more refined but equally ae- 


tive anti-Semitism of Goga to 
make life a living hell for the 
Jews in Rumania. 

Rabbi Singer may have been 
a very young boy in 1941, but if 
he studieq the history of anti- 
Semitism he might have come 
across the fact that in that fate- 
ful year the Cuze murderers 
hounded up hundreds of Jews in 
the streets of Bucharest, took 
them to the city of Abba Toirs, 
and cruelly hung them on the 
hooks on which animals were 
normally slain, and let them 
bleed to death . . but the con- 
science of the world did not ery 
cut against this crime as the 
conscience of the rabbi in Is- 
rael cries out when others try to 
séve the remaining that can run 
for their lives. 

Again I state very clearly that 
I am not discussing the major 
premise of the sermon because 
that to me is beyond challenge, 
but when a person who is ostens- 
ibly a leader in Israel] makes the 
statement to which I rafer above, 
and repeats it in a newspaper. 
he is either deliherately and ma- 
liciously distorting historical re- 
ality or he is tragically ignorant 
—in either case he lives in no 
norma] Climate that would justify 
him to influence others as the 
rabbi tried to do.

- Clarifies Dispute on School Use 
Of ‘America’ Stanza as Prayer 


@ Editor, Jewish POST und OPINION: 
Your account of the Lord’s 


Prayer controversy in Lawrence, 
Long Island, as reported in the 
Apr. 17 POST, contains several 
inaccuracies and conveys an un- 
fortunate impression of the en- 
tire matter. 

THE ISSUE was this: The 
South Shore Jewish Community 
council, representing 23 Jewish 
groups in the Five Towns of 
Long Island, objected to the reci- 
tation of the Lord’s Prayer in 
the public schools in District 15. 

Under the leadership of Rabbi 
Abram Vossen Goodman, presi- 
dent of the council, the Jewish 
community was able to mobilize 
community sentiment and per- 
suade the school board that it 
was not appropriate to continue 
a prayer which violated the con- 
science of a segment of the com- 
munity. Inasmuch as the Lerd’s 
Prayer represented a community 
tradition of 50 years standing, it 
took no small effort to induce 
the school board to eliminate 
this prayer. 

THE SCHOOL board’s substi- 
tution—the singing of the fourth 
stanza of “America”’— was not 
opposed by the South Shore Jew- 





able. Our statement pointed out 
that all school prayers are un- 
acceptable to the AJCongress and 
that Rabbi Goodman spoke for 
himself only and not for the 
South Shore Jewish Community 
council, of which we are a mem- 
ber.

Nor was 
it opposed by the American Jew- 
ish Congress — a_ constituent 
member of the council; indeed, 
the American Jewish Congress 
publicly “hailed” the decision of 
the school board. 

The whole point at issue was 
a public statement by Rabbi 
Goodman which indicated ac- 
ceptance of the compromise so- 
lution based on the fourth stanza 
of “America” and the Regent’s 
Prayer. At this point, the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress apparently 
felt constrained to go to the 
public press to dissociate itself 
from Rabbi Goodman’s §state- 
ment and to re-affirm its oppo- 
sition to all forms of* prayer in 
the public schools. 

RABBI GOODMAN is strong- 
ly opposed to all forms of re- 
ligious intrusion in the public 
schools. But he also apparently 
felt that decent community re- 
lations requires a spirit of reas- 
onable accommodation, rather 
than the maintenance of an in- 
flexible “all-or-nothing” position 
which could lead only to increas- 
ing community warfare; and he 
thus accepted what he obviously 
regarded as the lesser of twe 
evils. 

In fairness to Rabbi Goodman, 
who has devotedly carried the 
heavy burden of community lead- 
ership ‘on this issue, I think these 
facts should be set straight in 
The POST.
